To the Chairman and Members of the 
Urban District Council of Barton-upon-—Humber. 


Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report on the health of the town 
for 1956. It includes the report of the Public Health Inspector. 


Owing to the very small numbers involved, too much significance should not 
be attached to the very high Stillbirth and Infant Mortality rates. Nevertheless, 
I mist draw your attention to the fact that, although the total number of live 
births was the same as in 1955 there have been twice as many deaths of infants 
under one year of age, and nearly three times as many stillbirths. It is to be 
hoped that this is a chance occurrence, and that the figures for 1957 will be 
more favourable. 


An important event during the year has been the introduction of the Food 
Hygiene Regulations made under the 1955 Food and Drugs Act. Some sections came 
into force on January lst, and the remainder on July lst. Although it will be 
some time before they are fully effective, considerable progress has been made. 
Observance of these regulations by all concerned in the handling of food should 
go a long way towards abolishing the risk of food poisoning. 


During the year a number of volunteers were inculated with the experimental 
British modified Salk vaccine against Poliomyelitis, and a somewhat larger number 
are to be immunised against this disease in 1957. If the British vaccine which 
is safer than the American one proves equally successful, it should reduce the 
incidence of paralytic illness appreciably. 


The Medical Research Council reported on the results of the 1956 trial of 
the vaccine in June 1957, and it appears that paralytic illness was approximately 
five times commoner in the unprotected children than in those who had been 
immunised. It is,of course, too early to say how long the protective effect will 
last, but the results so far are very encouraging. 


During the year improvements have been made in the town's sewerage. The 
system of sewage disposal, however, continues to be unsatisfactory, and further 
measures will be required before all nuisances can be eliminated. 
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I should like to thank Mr. Rhodes, the Public Health Inspector for his 
assistance.

The principal industries are the manufacture of Bicycles, Ropes, 
Chemicals, Bricks, Tiles and Malt. There are also a shipyard and an 
instrument making firm, and a number of smaller undertakings. 


A number of residents in the town work at a cement works just outside 
the district, and some travel to Scunthorpe to work in the steel industry. 


Health Services. 


The general practitioners service is provided by six doctors in 
partnership, who are establishing and staffing a new central clinic. 
A General Hospital, a Maternity Hospital and an Isolation Hospital are 
provided by the Regional Hospital Board at Scunthorpe. 


Home Nursing Services, Health Visitors and Midwifery Services are 
provided by the County Council. Maternity and Child Welfare Clinics, 
Chest Clinic and School Health Service General, Ophthalmic and Speech 
Therapy Clinics are all held at the Lindsey County Council premises 
at 50, Holydyke, 


The town is served by the Public Health Laboratory at Lincoln. 
Ambulances are stationed at premises in Holydyke, and are provided by 
the Lindsey County Council. 


Water Supplies. 


Water is supplied to Barton from deep wells by the North Lindsey 
Water Board. Coming from a chalk stratum, the water is hard. It is 
chlorinated before distribution, and all samples taken for bacteriol- 
ogical examination during the year proved satisfactory.

During the year copiesofah explanatory memorandum summarising the principal 
requirements of the Food Hygiene Regulations, 1955 were distributed to the 
occupiers of food businesses in the area. Follow-up visits were made to 
sixty-eight premises and re-visits were made in some cases, but it was not 
found possible to spend as much time on this part of my work as is necessary, 


TCE CREAM. 


There is one manufacture/retailer who sells ice cream from a vehicle, 
He was persuaded to provide a closed-in van in which a sink and hot water 
are provided. Seventeen other retailers of ice cream all sell wrapped 
nationally known brands and are equipped with refrigerators. Four samples 
were taken during the year and all were placed in Grade l.

During the year new duplicate sewers were laid in the Vestry Lane/ 
Cottage Lane and Queens Avenue/Butts Road areas of the town. These works 
should remove the risk of flooding in these areas, although, under very 
exceptional conditions, there is a slight risk of flooding in the Queens 
Avenue area. No flooding has occurred since the works were completed. 


A new outfall has also been constructed at the south end of the Haven 
and most of the towns! sewage now discharges at this point. The Haven is 
little better than an open sewer subject to tidal action. The Council have 
approved in principle sewerage works which include the provision of a Sewage 
Pumping Station with a rising main to discharge at low water mark in the 
River Humber.
